1975-76  REPORT  — PIES  ARE  SWEET 

INCOME  EXPENDITURES 


Records  for  fiscal  year  1975-76  showed  continued  growth  at  Avila,  according  to 
auditors  Zielinski  and  Wolff,  certified  public  accountants.  Federal  grants  for 
equipment,  community  enrichment  and  speaker  programs  increased  significantly. 
The  total  revenue  for  last  year  was  $3,481,950. 

Scholarships  consume  a large  wedge  of  the  institutional  pie.  Excluding  federal 
programs,  Avila  spent  $222,515  on  tuition  assistance,  and  received  only  $27,500  for 
direct  aid  to  students.  The  latter  amount  was  generated  by  the  President’s 
Scholarship  Club  (450  members)  and  by  the  Scholarship  Sponsors  Endowment 
Fund.  Both  groups  are  launching  membership  drives  in  an  effort  to  increase  support 
to  the  college  financial  aid  program. 


DRIVE  FORGES  AHEAD 

The  library  drive  has  reached  the 
million  dollar  mark  in  contributions, 
according  to  Jeff  Nemens,  Director  of 
Development.  As  the  Trustees  have 
approved  construction,  groundbreaking 
for  the  new  structure  is  scheduled  for 
this  Spring. 

The  permanent  library  is  needed  to 
provide  for  Avila’s  future  growth  and  to 
maintain  accreditation  with  the  North 
Central  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Schools.  (The  Association’s  evaluation 
visit  to  Avila  will  be  in  Spring,  1978.) 

Much  is  still  to  be  done.  Continued 
support  of  the  drive  from  the  college 
and  greater  Kansas  City  community  is 
necessary  to  complete  the  fund  raising 
effort. 

Euthanasia  Probed 

Euthanasia:  An  In-depth  Study  will 
be  offered  as  a continuing  education 
course  or  for  credit.  Beginning  on 
Thursday,  March  31,  and  continuing 
until  May  5,  the  class  will  be  taught  by 
Dr.  Paul  LeMaire,  Chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Religious  Studies,  in 
Room  206  of  O’Rielly  Hall,  from  5:40  to 
8:00  p.m.  The  fee  is  $25  for  1 .2  CEU’s,  or 
$35  for  one  hour  credit. 

To  acquaint  students  with  the  scope 
of  the  euthanasia  question,  the  course 
will  include  a history  of  euthanasia,  the 
ethical  principles  involved,  concrete 
cases,  proposed  solutions,  the  stance  of 
the  civil  law,  and  probable  future  devel- 
opments.
